© This Houfe fett came to the Throne of France by the 
Help of the Proteftants in 1589, in the Perſon of Hen- 

IV. Who being ſtab'd to Death by a popiſh Prieſt in 
1610 ; his Son Lewis XIII, who lived to 1643 ; his Son 
Lewis XIV, who lived to 1715; and his immediate Suc- 
ceflor, tho“ great Grand- ſon Livis XV, the preſent King, 
have been the main Supporters of the Papa! Empire, 
and the Seviirge of Europe and America, yea of their own 
Subjects, for above theſe Hundred and Thirty Years. 


From their wicked Thirſt of arbitrary Power, they have 


dy Wars, Blood and Treachery, aboliſhed the ancient 


| Liberties of France, and made their Subjects, both com- 


mon People and Nobles, Slaves. From their cruel Ha- 


tfed of the reform'd Religion, they have defttoy'd above 
Two Thonſand Proteſtant Churches in that Kingdom; 
baniſhed their Miniſters; impriſoned, tortufed, butchered 
and rtiined above a Million of their People. And from 
their reſtleſs Eagerneſs to gain the Monarchy of Europe, 
they have, by unprovoked Wars, Battles, Sieges and 
mortal Sickneſſes occaſioned thereby, ſucrificed lions 
of their own Subjects and of their Neighbours round 
about them. They never made a Treaty without per- 
fidious Violation in the fitteſt Time for their Advantage: 
They never made a War without fallacious and unjuſt 
Pretences ; and they never made a Peace, without Addi- 
tions to their Power and Empire. 8 N 


About 1633, Lewis XIII. began a War on Lorrain, 
Germany, Spain and the Netherlands, and took divers 
. e e ep ere he 


In 1648, by the Treaty of Munſter, and the Durteen 
Years War before, Lewis XIV. added three Biſhopricks 
in Lorrain, and all A/ſace in Germany, to his Dothinions. 
In 1659, by the Pyrenian Treaty, and the twenty five 
Lis War preceding, he added, both from Spain, the 
Counties of Royfillon and 1.5 and from the Ne- 
_ therlands, twenty fix fortified Places. In 1662, he pur- 

chaſed of our King Charles II. Mardyle and Dunkirk, 
with the Forts round them; and in 1667. Nova Scotia; 
to the infinite Injury of the Britiſh Nations, The ſame 
Tear he invades the Netherlands; and the next Year, by 
the Treaty of Air le Chapelle, adds twelve ſtrong Places

more. In 1672, he breaks into the Nerber mdr again; 
and then into Germaty ; and in 1678, by the Treaty 'of 
 Nimiguen, he adds the County of Burgundy towards G. 
many, and fixteen Places more in the Netherlands; In

and in 1697, by the Treaty of Reſwick; he farther adds 
out of Geriany, Strasburg, a great, free, proteſtant ank 
wealthy City, with another City and three more fortified* 
Places; and out of the Netherlands, Eiphty two Towns 


| Yet not contented with all theſe Eneroachments, he, 
in 1700, contrary to the moſt ſolemn Oaths and Renun- 
ciations, ſeized the whole Spaniſh Monarchy, ſetting his 
ſecond Grand/on the Duke of Anjou on the Throne there- 
of, And tho? King William wiſely formed a grand Al- 
| liance againſt this growing Power, and Wn Anne, pro- 
ceeding with it in a glorious Train of Victories ſor 4 
Courſe of ten Years, ſeemed juſt to be on the Point of 
recovering Spain from the Houſe of Bourbon to our Al- 
ly the Houſe of Auſtria; yet the Friends of Hunte pre- 
vailing in the Court of Britain, at the End of 1710, turned 
out a moſt wiſe, faithful and ſucceſsful Miniftry, deſerted 


our own Allies, ſacrified them to the French; and by 


the Peace of Utrecht in 1713, confirmed er, with her 
Dominions in America, to that ſecond andſon of the

Sometimes by open War, 


laying Siege to Gibraltar, and forming Expeditions in Fa- 
vour of the Facobites in Great Britain: Almoſt nt- 


ly at other Times, by ſeizing our Trade of Logwood at 


the Bays of Campeachy and Honduras, our Trade of Salt 


at Saltertudas, of ſuch great Importance to our Ameritan 


Meat and Fiſhery : Breaking in upon our Afento and 


South Sea Trade, in Oppoſition to moſt ſolemn Treaties 3 
delaying our Ships, exacting arbitrary Premiums, and 
ſeizing our Stocks, Books and Factors: While they have 
been, at the ſame Time, favouring underhand the French, 


in trading to the South Seas, and even making Settlements 


there to their vaſt Enrichment; as alſo in ſettling with them 
the more commodious Part of Hiſpaniola, of moſt threat - 


ning Conſequence in Time to our Trade and Iſland of 
Famaica : Yea we could hardly ſend a Veſſel to or from 


our own Iſlands in the Net Indiòs, but the Spaniſh Guard 
la Coaſts would ſeize and embezzel them, and even abuſe 
our Sailors in a barbarous Manner. Which, after near 
tibenty Years unexampled Patience, obliged us, in 17393 
— enter into a War with them to recover our Rights and 
Un Death of the aforeſaid Emperor Charles VI. 
in October 1740, his ſaid eldeſt Daughter was rightfully 


declared Queen of Hungary and Bohemia, Archdutchels 


of Auſtria, Sovereign of the Auſtrian Netherlands, and of 
all the other Hereditary Domains of her Father. The 
Kings of Great Britain, France, Poland, Pruſſia, and the 
Dutch, were Guarantees to the ſaid Succeſſion, Among 

the reſt, the French King ſent to condole her Loſs, con- 
gratulate her Succeſſion, and aſſure her he would, accord 


ing to his Engagements, ſtand by and maintain her in it: 


And yet, in three or four Months, it appeared, he had 
treacheroufly engaged the Kings of Spam, Poland, Pruſſia, 
and Elector of Bavaria, to divide a great Part at lezit of 
her Dominions between them; the French King pretend- 


ing he engaged againſt her, not to get any of her Domi- 
nions for himſelf, but only as an Auxiliary to the Eleclor 
who laid Claim to them, and whom, by his Influence, he 


got to be choſen Emperor.
